(ASSOC'ATED PRESS TPLEGRAM) 


Washington, July 24 —During a 


bitter debate today between Demo 
crats and Republicans on Senutoi 
Penrose's 
resolution to investigate 


the committee on public information 
Senator Penrose declared adminis- 
tration of both war and navy depart- 
ments was marked by indecision and 
inefficiency. 
He proposed early in- 


vestigation. 


Senator James of Kentucky, Dem- 


ocrat, replying, relened to "eopper- 
headism and sniping" in the senate 
and said Senator Penrose was at- 
tempting to play "peanut politics" 
by making baseless ciiaiges. 


The starting point of the debate 


was Senator Penrosejs resolution at- 
tacking the official account of the 
•fight between German submarines 
and American transports on the way 
to France 
From that it branched 


' 
off into a wide range of uar topics 
and developed consideiable adverse 
criticism of Hie administiation from 
Republicans, culminating m a vig- 
orous speech by Senator James crit- 
icizing Senators Penrose and Lodge 


"If this spirit of criticism of those 


in charge of war continues," said 
Senator James. "America will be 
crippled 
at 
home—right in this 


chamber." 


Senator 
Lodge interjected 
that 


congress has the right to inquire 
how war appropriations are spent. 


"Does the senator mean to sug- 


gest that the president is not spend- 
ing this money properly?" asked 
Senator James with anger 


"I never implied any such thing," 


returned Senator Lodge, "but the 


" president is not sacred and we have 


the right to inquire about public ex- 
penditures." 


When Senator James referred to 


copperheadism, Senator Wadsworth 
of New York, Republican, demanded 
to know if he used that term advised- 


Tly, and Senator James replied that 


he so used it. 


"Calling names and talking about 


copperheadism is not going to pre- 
vent proper inquiry." said Senator 
Lodge. 
"And criticism of officials trying 


- to do their best," Senator James re- 


torted, "will not find favor with the 
American people " 
"I want to deny first and last."

IN RNEIMS WITHIN 


BRIEF TWO WEEXS

French Front, July 4.—Rhelms is

pearance of a hollow shell, 
which 


has collapsed in parts aqd is rapidly 
subsiding into a shapeless mass. 


Not only the Cathedral, but all the 


public buildings and private dwell- 
ing houses have suffered terribly in 
'the last half,year from the raging 
vengeance of the German gunners, 
who have turned a rain of shells on i 
,to the stricken city whenever their 
armies have been defeated at 
any 


point .of the front.

have been so frequent, either on a! 
small or large scale, since the allied-j 
offensive began .a year ago that the 
city has rarely passed more than two 
or three days without
